I hope you won't think I am being presumptuous in writing 
to you but I know you are a good man and have done a lot for the members of 
your union. 

I have a brother who has been out of work for a year and can find 
nothing because of his age (52) and because he has no trade. He worked for 
several years in Kansas City, Mo. as a laborer but he says it was a local 
union. I haven't much knowledge of unions but it does seem like he could ^et 
a job as a laborer here as he is a good, willing worker and would work hard 
in any job he would have. 

My mother is £3 years old and she is now at Mo. bantist Hospital 
recovering from a severe heart attack. A lot of her worry is about my 
brother and what is to become of him. We have been paving his room rent 
and have fed nim all this time and we are at the end of our resources. But we 
didn’t want him to go humgry and have to end up on "skid row". We have 
impoverished ourselves helping him. I have no insurance on my mother and 
I am to undergo surgery as soon as she is out of danger. 

My brother just has to have a job. He is willing to work for just 

enough to live on. I know it seems strange to you that I would bother you 
with this but I have tried every source I know of to get him a job. It seems 
like peode just don't care about their fellow man any more. 

I saw you on television the other day and you looked like such 
a kind, understanding man. I have heard it said that you are a highly 

intelligent man and I just felt like if I appealed to you, you would help 

my brother, if only for the sake of a little old lady who doesn't have much 
longer to live and wro is worrying her life away wondering what is to 
become of her boy. 

I understand there is to be quite a bit of building in !t. Louis 
in the near future. Couldn't something be found for my brother to do? 
se are desperate.
